As a rule, when the parents or other 
relatives came to visit the soldiers they 
expressed satisfaction at the care the 
men were given. He knew of no com­ 
plaints from relatives. 
Upqn the whole, he thought the fact 
that there had been no spread of yellow 
fever from the camp was quite marvel­ 
ous.

The board of trade is in receipt of a 
letter from John B. Hastings, of West 
Bridgewater, Pa., who wants to locate a 
factory here. 
He says he has discovered a secret 
process for making steel ont of pig iron 
and oast scrap and submits a list of 
testimonials from several manufactures 
who have need his process. 
Among 
Other things he says he is a first cousin 
Of Governor Hastings. He wants to 
locate here, and to build and equip a 
plant would cost not less than $10,000 
or $15,000 cash. The following proposi­ 
tion is made to the board : “The board 
or a syndicate is to advance the cash, 
taking a mortgage on the plant as 
security. A percentage of the profits of 
the company are to be set aside to the pay­ 
ment of the debt. The treasurer of the 
company is to be appointed by the board 
and it is also to be represented in the 
hoard of directors of the company.

On the 
street level the Grand Central and oth­ 
er cafes, the Spanish club and a dozen 
brilliantly lighted drug stores and shops 
help flood the plaza with light and lend 
life and gayety to the scene. 
The throng is characteristic of the San 
Jnan of today—of the San Juan which 
will soon cease to exist. There are Span­ 
ish officers, hundreds of them, clad in 
an immense variety of uniforms—to use 
a perfectly truthful paradox. There are 
officers of the Guardia Civil, in dark 
blue suits and caps, their cuffs red and 
gold, the rank indicated by eight point­ 
ed stars, and with small spurs sticking 
out from under the long trousers. There 
are officers of the line, usually in light 
or indigo bine, sometimes with broad 
stripes along the trousers and with cuffs 
and facings of green, red, bine or black, 
according to the branch of the service, 
their rank indicated by gold and silver 
stars on the sleeve above the cuff. These 
wear tall white caps, with gilt bands. 
There are naval officers in dark blue 
uniforms of distinctly seafaring cat and 
without colored facings. All the officers 
wear some kind of sword invariably, 
usually during the day the regulation 
saber and at night substituting a slen­ 
der rapier with a cross hilt. They also 
carry walking sticks with silver and 
gold heads, according to rank. As they 
mingle with the crowd, walking to­ 
gether in groups, now bowing to some 
passing female acquaintance or turning 
to promenade with her, they uncon­ 
sciously dominate the entire assemblage 
and give to it an indelible imprint of 
Spain. Plainly they are favorites with 
the women, who receive their polite at­ 
tentions graciously. 
And the women! They are ont in 
force, dressed in the latest fashions of 
Madrid and Paris. Here and there some 
gentleman walks with his wife and 
family, but usually the women prome­ 
nade alone until joined by male ac­ 
quaintances. A group of girls will be 
accompanied by a duenna, who keeps 
discreetly in the background if any men 
approach. Often, however, two or more 
senoritas will promenade entirely alone, 
with a freedom which woald be consid­ 
ered unbecoming in the United States. 
This is one of the occasions when 
rigorous Spanish etiquette is somewhat 
relaxed and the unmarried women en­ 
joy a fleeting glimpse of social freedom. 
So the crowd, constantly swelling un­ 
til progress is almost impossible, moves 
in a circle back and forth along the 
length of the plaza. 
Mingling with it 
are scores of police in their bright ani 
forms, who seem to have no business 
there except to accentuate the crush, 
and hundreds of civilians in their best 
dress. Nowadays there is a sprinkling 
of American navy and army officers in 
quiet uniforms, and a good deal of at­ 
tention they attract.

All the officers 
wear some kind of sword invariably, 
usually during the day the regulation 
saber and at night substituting a slen 
der rapier with a cross hilt. They also 
carry walking sticks with sliver anc, 
gold heads, according to rank. As they 
mingle with the crowd, walking to 
gethei in groups, now bowing to some 
passing female acquaintance or turning 
to promenade with her, they uncon 
sciously dominate the entire assemblage 
and give to it an indelible imprint of 
Spain. Plainly they are favorites with 
the women, who receive their polite at 
tendons graciously. 
And the women! They are out in 
force, dressed in the latest fashions of 
Madrid and Paris. Here and there some 
gentleman walks with his wife and 
family, but usually the women prome 
Dade alone until joined by male ac 
qnaintances. A group of girls will be 
accompanied by a duenna, who keeps 
discreetly in the background if any men 
approach. Often, however, two or more 
senoritas will promenade entirely alone, 
with a freedom which would be consid 
ared unbecoming in the United States. 
This is one of the occasions when 
rigorous Spanish etiquette is somewhat 
relaxed and the unmarried women en­ 
joy a fleeting glimpse of social freedom. 
So the crowd, constantly swelling un­ 
til progress is almost impossible, moves 
in a circle back and forth along the 
length of the plaza. Mingling with it 
are scores of police in their bright uni 
forms, who seem to have no business 
there except to accentuate the crush, 
and hundreds of civilians in their best 
dress. Nowadays there is a sprinkling 
of American navy and army officers in 
quiet uniforms, and a good deal of at­ 
tention they attract. And so it goes 
until the concert ends. The band, pre­ 
ceded by an escort of cavalry, marches 
away to a wonderfully quick quickstep, 
the lights fade and slowly the crowd 
disperses through the shadowy streets. 
Not all San Juan, however, is to be 
seen in the grand plaza. Only fashion­ 
able and official life centralizes there. 
In other sections of the city the even­ 
ings pass differently. Take a stroll from 
the brilliantly lighted plaza into the 
eastern part of town, near the barracks. 
There the whole lower strata will be 
found in the narrow, badly lighted 
streets or in the Plaza Cristobal Colon 
and the smaller breathing places of the 
densely populated city. Here hand or­ 
gans and dirty wandering minstrels, 
who perform semi barbaric music upon 
cracked guitars and raspy mandolins, 
accompanied by the "guero”—a native 
instrument made of a gourd—furnish 
the mnsio. 
Venders of "duloe” squat beside their 
trays of sweetmeat, dolorously crying 
their wares. Noncommissioned officers 
and privates mingle with the people 
and chat with the women. Everybody 
smokes cigarettes, even children hardly 
able to toddle. The shops and meaner 
cafes are open and crowded. Further on 
one can wander through streets more 
narrow and darker than alleys to where 
the massive gray battlements of the an­ 
cient city walls lift their somber, jagged 
towers to greet the moon. Inquisitive 
sentinels, Mauser rifle in hand, walk 
here to turn intruders back, but by ex­ 
ercising discretion glimpses may be ob­ 
tained of tiny balconies ensconced in 
nooks and crannies high up in the wall 
and overlooking the sea aud the twink­ 
ling city. Perhaps a peep may be had 
into the odd habitations within, with 
dusky senoritas gazing out through a 
curtain of flowers and vines. This is a 
different San Juan from that which 
promenades in the plaza, but not less 
interesting. 
Ordinary Americans, soldiers and 
officers have already ceased to attract 
unusual attention when they stir from 
the Hotel Inglaterre. 
But Admiral 
Schley never fails to draw every eye 
when he appears in public. Residents 
of San Juan had regarded Admiral Cer- 
vera’s fleet as invincible. The man who 
destroyed it is to them a being far above 
the ordinary military hero. Admiral 
Schley’s cordial, unpretentious manner, 
as well as the absence of gold lace from 
his ordinary dress, are the marvel of 
Spanish soldiers and civilians alike. 
When Schley appears, they will whis­ 
per to each 
other, "El Almirante 
Schley,” aud look at nothing else until 
the object of their admiration passes out 
of sight. 
The military, not having suffered de­ 
feat, feeling itself unconquered, rejoices 
at an opportunity to return honorably 


to spam. The civilians Knowing, un­ 
der their surface of patriotism, that the 
island lias been badly governed, look 
forward with considerable complacency 
to a better commercial era. 
I he native 
Porte Ricans rejoice at the prospect of 
any change which promises them politi­ 
cal equality. So the day for the great 
change—when institution.* 400 years in 
building will 
be overturned—creeps 
llowly nearer. 
When the people think of it, they put 
it aside as something which belongs to 
"m anana.” 
When they promenade in 
the grand plaza and listen to delicious 
strains of music and feast their eyes on 
bright uniforms and all the outward 
evidences of a power which rules by 
force, covering its mailed hand with a 
thin veneer of gilt, do they think of 
the time when all this will pass? Will 
the blessings of liberty and good gov­ 
ernment compensate this warm blooded 
tinsel loving people for what they will 
lose when Spain’s flag on the western 
hemisphere is forever furled?

Dons lord Cartridges Loaded W ith 
Hair Instead of Powder. 
That the Spanish soldiers in Cuba 
were inferior marksmen is well known 
to our soldiers and marines, but much 
surprise has been expressed at the re­ 
markable lack of execution which char­ 
acterized them at Guantanamo and San­ 
tiago. It has remained for Olaf Ollson, 
gun captain No. I of the United States 
gunboat Montgomery, to throw some 
light on this matter. 
Ollson, while his ship was stationed 
off Santiago after the destruction of 
Cervera’s fleet, went aboard the Maria 
Teresa in search of souvenirs. He found 
a large quantity of unused Mauser car­ 
tridges in clips of five. One of these 
dips found its way to the New York 
Sun office. If the Spanish army and 
navy were equipped with that kind of 
ammunition, then Gervera and Toral 
were amply justified in surrendering. 
The cartridges found by Ollson con­ 
sist of a metal shell loaded with hair 
and a sprinkling of powder. The bullet 
is neither brass nor lead, but of wood. 
Some wicked army contractor had im­ 
posed on the ordnance bureau of the 
Spanish navy, but to what extent the 
harmless wooden Mauser bullets were 
used will probably never be known.

A correspondent of the New York 
Sun, writing about Lord Beresford^ 
mission to China, says: From a hint 
dropped in his speech at Singapore the 
other day it is possible to learn the real 
objects of Lord Charles Beresford^ visit 
to China. Ostensibly he goes out as the 
representative of the English chambers 
of commerce to inquire into the present 
position of British trade in the fur east 
and its future possibilities in the newly 
opened markets. In reality it seems his 
mission has a far wider scope and that 
instead of visiting the Celestial empire 
as a sort of superior commercial traveler 
an odd employment anyway for an 
energetic naval officer—he is charged 
by the government to negotiate with the 
provincial viceroys for the maintenance 
of law and order through the Yang-tse- 
Kiang valley. 
Lord Charles Beresford practically 
admitted his real objective in urging 
that the waterways of China should be 
developed under the protection of m ili­ 
tary police as a preliminary to railroad 
and commercial enterprises. That ap­ 
parently is the keynote of the policy he 
is sent out to initiate. 
The aim of his 
mission may therefore be described as 
the Egyptization of 
central China. 
What Lord Cromer has accomplished 
along the Nile Lord Charles is going 
to attem pt along the Yang-tse. 
The chances of his success are not 
quite so hopeless as they may seem. 
The provincial viceroys are practically 
independent rulers. They raise their 
own armies, collect their own taxes and 
administer their own territories w ith­ 
out consulting the central authority at 
Peking. At the same time their position 
is not one of absolute security. The re­ 
cent rebellion in the south is only a 
sample of the dangers that threaten 
them. The Japanese war, the encroach­ 
ments of France from the south and 
Russia from the north, and the general 
debility of the whole realm have made 
them think of a possible debacle whioh 
might sweep the ground from under 
them. 
One may conjecture, then, that Lord 
Charles’ first move will be to guarantee 
to these local magnates the security and 
independence which seem slipping away 
from their shiftless hands. The quid 
pro quo that Lord Charles apparently 
has in view is perm..aion granted to 
British officers to raise, drill aud dis­ 
cipline the provincial armies. Just as 
France has lent her military experience 
to the negus of Abyssinia and Germany 
has organized the Turkish forces, so 
Great Britain in the person of Lord 
Charles aims at controlling a Chinese 
army that would protect the provincial 
viceroys and at the same timo make 
the way smooth for L:Lish merchants. 
If this is really Grout Britain’s new 
policy in China, it is extremely signifi­ 
cant. 
Lord Salisbury bas probably re­ 
alized by now that no good can be ex­ 
pected from Peking, either because 
Russian influence is too strong or Eng­ 
lish diplomacy’too weak. Lord Charles’ 
mission abstains from futile bargainings 
with the 
tsung-li-yamen, disregards 
the imperial court and considers the 
provincial viceroys alone. The new pol­ 
icy seems also to be an admission that 
the open door can no longer be preserved 
and that an outlet for British commerce 
must be sought in spheres of inflnence. 
W ith the control of the Yang-tse valley 
assured to her, Great Britain can well 
afford to leave Manchnria in the hands 
of Russia. The Yang-tse valley nuder 
the visible protection of Great Britain 
would throw open to the world’s trade 
the wealthiest and most populous sec­ 
tion of China.

tion is possible in view of the danger?

All I can say is that

Cuba that they shall attain happiness.” 
When asked regarding his own future, 
Congosto said that he was leaving the 
island as secretary general of the gov­ 
ernment, aud ho hoped after that to re­ 
sume his consular service.

objects of Lord Charles Beresford’a visit 
to China. Ostensibly he goes out as the 
representative of the English chambers 
of commerce to inquire into the present 
position of British trade in the far east 
and its future possibilities in the newly 
opened markets. In reality it seems his 
mission has u far wider scope aud that 
instead of visiting the Celestial empire 
as a sort of superior commercial traveler 
—an odd employment anyway for an 
energetic naval officer—he is charged 
by the government to negotiate with the 
provincial viceroys for the maintenance 
of law and order through the Y'aug-tse- 
Kiang valley. 
Lord Charles Beresford practically 
admitted his real objective in urging 
that the waterways of China should be 
developed under the protection of m ili­ 
tary police as a preliminary to railroad 
and commercial enterprises. 
That ap­ 
parently is the keynote of the policy he 
is sent out to initiate. 
The aim of his 
mission may therefore be described as 
the Egvptization of 
central China. 
What Lord Cromer has accomplished, 
along the Nile Lord Charles is going 
to attempt along the Yang-tse. 
The chances of his success are not 
quite so hopeless as they may seem. 
The provincial viceroys are practically 
independent rulers. They raise their 
own armies, collect their own taxes and 
administer their own territories w ith­ 
out consulting the central authority at 
Peking. At the same time their position 
is not one of absolute security. The re­ 
cent rebellion in the south is only a 
sample of the dangers that threaten 
them. The Japanese war, the encroach­ 
ments of France from the south and 
Russia from the north, and the general 
debility of the whole realm have made 
them think of a possible debacle whioh 
might sweep the ground from under 
them. 
One may conjecture, then, that Lord 
Charles’ first move will be to guarantee 
to these local magnates the secnrityand 
independence which seem slipping away 
from their shiftless hands. 
Tho quid 
pro quo that Lord Charles apparently 
has in view is permission granted to 
British officers to raise, drill aud dis­ 
cipline the provincial armies. 
Just as 
France has lent her military experience 
to the negus of Abyssinia and Germany 
has organized tho Turkish forces, so 
Great Britain in the person of Lord 
Charles aims at controlling a Chinese 
army that would protea tho provincial 
viceroys and at the tame time make 
the way smooth for Biiu.sh merchants. 
If this is really Grout Britain’s new 
policy in China, it is extremely signifi­ 
cant. 
Lord Salisbury has probably re­ 
alized by now that no good can be ex­ 
pected from Peking, either because 
Russian influence is too strong or Eng­ 
lish diplomacy too weak. Lord Charles’ 
mission abstains from futile bargainings 
with the 
tsung-li-yamen, disregards 
the imperial court and considers the 
provincial viceroys alone. The new pol­ 
icy seems also to be an admission that 
the open door can no longer be preserved 
and that an outlet for British commerce 
must be sought in spheres of influence. 
W ith the control of the Yang-tse valley 
assured to her, Great Britain can well 
afford to leave Manchuria in the hands 
of Russia. 
The Yang-tse valley under 
the visible protection of Great Britain 
would throw open to the world’s trade 
the wealthiest aud most populous sec­ 
tion of China. 


DR. CONGOSTO’S OPINION. 


T h e P r o b l e m o f C u b a ’s F u t u r e Is S o ­ 
c ia l a n d R a c i a l . 
Dr. Congosto, on the eve of his de­ 
parture for Spain from 
Havana via 
New York, said in a recent interview: 
“ Supposing that Spain has to relin­ 
quish her sovereignty over Cuba, the 
problem of the island’s future is a most 
difficult one. 
The difficulty lies in dif­ 
ferent directions from that generally 
supposed. The problem is social and 
racial 
rather than political. 
I bad 
studied the question closely for many 
years before I came here, and studied it 
without prejudice, forming all 
my 
judgments without passion and basing 
them on facts and rational deductions. 
“ It has been my misfortune to bs 
constantly misunderstood, although my 
sole aim always has been to see the peo­ 
ple of Cuba happy. How to secure that 
happiness is the great problem. 
Immi­ 
gration by 4,000,000 or 5,000,000 per­ 
sons and increase in the population 
might solve it, but how that immigra­ 
tion is possible in view of tho danger? 
of fever and the climatic conditions ie 
a great difficulty. 
A ll I can say is that 
it is my greatest wish for the people of 
Cuba that they shall attain happiness.” 
When asked regarding his own future, 
Congosto said that he was leaving the 
island as secretary general of the gov­ 
ernment, aud ho hoped atter that to re­ 
sume his consular service.

picnics. 
There are members of the 
school boreds that care more for personal 
spite, than for the good of the school, 
who want the coarse changed repeatedly 
in spite of the school law.

Emperor W illiam may bo considered 
to have paid a very marked compliment 
to the United States—that h to say, if 
there is any truth in the old saying ac­ 
cording to which imitation is the most 
sincere form of flattery, for he has 
adopted the campaign uniform of the 
United States army for the use of him ­ 
self and the 90 members of his staff 
daring his forthcoming trip to Pales­ 
tine. 
And so delighted is he with his 
appearance in his new brown holland 
rig that he spent tho other morning in 
having no less than 40 photographs of 
himself taken thus attired. 
The cnt of 
the coat, as well as the color and tex­ 
ture of the material, is identical with 
that which is being used by the United 
States troops in Santiago, with this 
difference, that the facings, the collars 
and coffs, instead of being of yellow 
are of red, while the shoulder straps, 
instead of being, so to speak, astride of 
the shoulder, run, as nsual, tn the Ger­ 
man army, from the collar to the shoul­ 
der edge and are of thick silver braid 
Yellow high boots, a leather scabbard­ 
ed sword and a pith helmet, such as is 
worn in the tropics, complete the outfit 
B ut no! I see that I have omitted 
mention of the indispensable nether 
garments, without which the kaiser 
might risk being taken for a highlander 
when he visits the Holy City of Jeiu- 
salem. These are of the same yellow 
materials as the coat. 
But, contrary to 
the advice of competent people, he in­ 
sists on having them as tight fitting aa 
possible, being very proud of the shape 
of his imperial legs. Now, any one 
who has been in the tropics knows full 
well that tight fitting garments are not 
only inconvenient and nnoomfortable, 
but, one m ight almost add, infraction 
blo.

LAM ENESS OF SOME M EM BER S OF 


EN GLAND’S REIGNING FAMILY. 


Wellsville has frequently gained no­ 
toriety because of the deeds, some good, 
some bad, of its people; bat it is ex­ 
tremely doubtful if it ever attains the 
fame from any other cause than that to 
which it is now 
steadily 
climbing 
through actions and utterances of those 
of its population who say they have 
been baptized with fire. 
This peculiar belief made its appear­ 
ance several years ago, and like the fire 
which seems to be its foundation, is 
spreading, not however through the 
community, bat through those men and 
Women who gather together for the 
purpose of worshiping after their own 
fashion. Prom what they called holi­ 
ness they have advanced any number of 
steps and are now pictured in their sev 
oral minds’ eyes as saints, cleansed 
from all the evil that was in them and 
so purified that no evil can now enter 
One peculiarity of the belief is that the 
Bin of the Garden of Eden should not 
longer be a part of humanity. They aim 
to stamp it out, and haye much to say 
of it in their meetings. 
Recently the writer pushed his way 
through a crowd whioh filled a dark 
stairway, and fonnd himself in a small 
hall in Fourteenth street, a short dis 
tan ce from Main. The place was filled 
with people and the ventilation very 
bad. On a platform was a low organ 
over the top of whioh peered the face of 
a young girl. Near her sat a man wear­ 
ing the straight oollar and black clothes 
of a minister; while at the side of the 
room, not far from a window, were sev­ 
eral women, the workers, as they are 
popularly known. A plain bench where 
converts are expected to tell their stories 
was conspicuous. 
The most striking part of the furnish 
m eat was a chart or map hanging above 
the platform where it could be seen by 
every person in the room. It was crudely 
drawn, bot evidently answered the par 
pose. Its name “ The River of Death,” 
was certainly appropriate, for it showed 
a long, winding black mark on a white 
surface. 
It began at a point which 
poorly drawn letters said was “ Love 
of Self,” and ended in a great black spot 
labeled “ Hell.” Entering the river were 
tributaries eaoh having its source at some 
lake with evil name and ending in the 
head of a serpent. 
The meeting opened with singing,and 
‘ some of the workers at the wall offered 
prayer in a load voice, while the man 
' occasionally consulted the organist re 
yarding the next hymn. The prayers 
Were all along the same line—that some 
One had been reviling the sect. 
The sermon came next, bat he who 
sat on the platform was not called upon 
to preach. Instead a woman, small and 
plainly dressed, came from among the 
Workers. Her hair was brustled back 
from her high bat narrow forehead, and 
her step was elastic. Her eyes, well 
shaded by long lashes, flashed, and her 
whole bearing might be termed excited 
determination. In one hand she held a 
Bible. The other she used for gestures. 
It is probable that few snoh sermons 
have ever been delivered beyond the 
heated atmosphere of that small room. 
Beginning with the creation of Adam 
and Eve the speaker carried her andi 
once to Ihe crime of Gain and then to 
the wickedness of Jezebel, which she 
repeatedly termed an “old she devil.” 
likening some church going women of 
Wellsville to her. She fonnd abundant 
opportunity for application,and liberally 
did she use it. 
Always were the people 
of her belief likened to the good men 
and women of the Bible, while all others 
were the wicked ones of the story she re­ 
lated. It seems that many Wellsville 
people do not take kindly to the new 
religion, and they were in that address 
called to account in 
vigorous 
lan­ 
gauge. 
The sermon was wild and 
impassioned, the speaker gesticulating 
wildly, screaming at the top of her 
voice, and frequently defying any one 
to keep her quiet. 
The effect on the 
andience was at times to excite

borninif ears in Wellsville last night. 


Wellsville has frequently gained no­ 
toriety because of the deeds, some goodt 
some bad. of its people; but it is ex­ 
tremely doubtful if it ever attains the 
fame from any other cause than that to 
which it is now 
steadily 
climbing 
through actions and utterances of those 
of its population who say they have 
been baptized with fire. 
This peculiar belief made its appear 
ance several years ago, and like the fire 
which seems to be its foundation, is 
spreading, not however through the 
community, but through those men and 
Women who gather together for the 
purpose of worshiping after their own 
fashion. 
From what they called holi 
ness they have advanced any number of 
steps and are now pictured in their sev­ 
eral minds' eyes as saints, cleansed 
from all the evil that was in them and 
so purified that no evil can now enter. 
One peculiarity of the belief is that the 
Bin of the Garden of Eden should not 
longer be a part of humanity. They aim 
to stamp it out, and have much to say 
of it in their meetings. 
Recently the writer pushed his way 
through a crowd which filled a dark 
stairway, and found himself in a small 
hall in Fourteenth street, a short dis­ 
tance from Main. The place was filled 
with people and the ventilation very 
bad. On a platform was a low organ 
over the top of which peered the face of 
a young girl. Near her sat a man wear­ 
ing the straight collar and black clothes 
of a minister; while at the side of the 
room, not far from a window, were sev­ 
eral women, the workers, as they are 
popularly known. A plain bench where 
converts are expected to tell their stories 
was conspicuous. 
The most striking part of the furnish - 
ment was a chart or map hanging above 
the platform where it could be seen by 
every person in the room. It was crudely 
drawn, but evidently answered the pur­ 
pose. Its name “The River of Death,” 
was certainly appropriate, for it showed 
a long, winding black mark on a white 
surface. 
It began at a point which 
poorly drawn letters said was “ Love 
of Self,” and ended in a great black spot 
'labeled “Hell.” Entering the river were 
tributaries eaoh having its source at some 
lake with evil name and ending in the 
head of a serpent. 
The meeting opened with singing,and 
* some of the workers at the wall offered 
prayer in a loud voice, while the man 
' occasionally consulted the organist re­ 
garding the next hymn. The prayers 
Were all along the same line—that some 
one had been reviling the sect. 
The sermon came next, but he who 
sat on the platform was not called upon 
to preach. Instead a woman, small and 
plainly dressed, came from among the 
Workers. 
Her hair was brushed back 
from her high but narrow forehead, and 
her step was elastic. 
Her eyes, well 
shaded by long lashes, flashed, and her 
whole bearing might be termed excited 
determination. 
In one hand she held a 
Bible. The other she used for gestures. 
It is probable that few such sermons 
have ever been delivered beyond the 
heated atmosphere of that small room. 
Beginning with the creation of Adam 
and Eve the speaker carried her audi­ 
ence to the crime of Cain and then to 
the wickedness of Jezebel, which she 
repeatedly termed an “old she devil.” 
likening some church going women of 
Wellsville to her. She found abundant 
opportunity for application,and liberally 
did she use it. 
Always were the people 
of her belief likened to the good men 
and women of the Bible, while all others 
were the wicked ones of the story she re­ 
lated. It seems that many Wellsville 
people do not take kindly to the new 
religion, and they were in that address 
called to account in 
vigorous 
lan­ 
guage. 
The sermon was wild and 
impassioned, the speaker gesticulating 
wildly, screaming at the top of her 
voice, and frequently defying any one 
to keep her quiet. 
The effect on the 
audience was at times to excite laugh­ 
ter, while the workers occasionally said 
amen. 
When the speaker sat down she 
seemed well nigh exhausted. 
P e j o r ­ 
ation streamed from her face, but the 
determined expression was still there. 
That seemed to cease the regular ser­ 
vices, but the man in black sang a solo. 
and the workers began to give their 
individual “ experience.”

loose fitting and extremely baggy riding 
togs that are worn alike by American 
and British officers when campaigning 
in tropical countries and which are also 
in use by all polo players.— Washington 
Post.

If there should chance to be a reunion 
of the royal family of England during 
the next week or so, such a spectacle 
would be presented as has probably 
never been noted in the history of the 
ruling dynasty.

and fractured her ankle.

five members of the family, for the 
present at least, limping through life 
on 
crutches, and 
the five invalids 
are the five highest in the reigning 
house, starting with the queen herself. 
A drawing room, a state ball at Buck­ 
ingham palace or a family gathering at 
Balmoral, in Scotland, where her maj­ 
esty is now staying, would present an 
aspect not unlike that of the convales­ 
cent's ward in a hospital. 
Imagine, for instance, a scene in the 
old palace in the highlands. The vari­ 
ous members of the family are gathered, 
as usual, in the big library opening on 
the terrace. They are all waiting for 
hor majesty. Suddenly a door is opened, 
and through it, preceded by her Indian 
body servant, wabbles the august old 
lady. She moves slowly and unsteadily 
and leans heavily on her cane. It needs 
no sharp eye to see that the venerable 
sovereign is very lame. 
She has been a 
sufferer from rheumatism for years, and 
has found increasing difficulty in loco­ 
motion from her stiffened joints as she 
grows older. As the queen enters every 
person rises from his seat and remains 
standing until her majesty is seated. 
, Then 
the royal 
children—though 
many of them are half a century be­ 
yond childhood’s age, as a matter of 
stern fact—proceed one by one to the 
queen’s chair to salute her. First in or­ 
der is the dowager empress of Germany, 
in widow’s weeds, like her mother. As 
the oldest child of the queen in the 
family records she is still the princess 
royal. 
Even the queen herself is spry 
compared to the Empress Frederick, 
whose accident, being of such recent oc­ 
currence, forces her to limp painfully. 
When she has tottered to her mother’s 
side aud seated herself theie, the Prince 
of Wales begins his ten yards’ journey 
across the room. A month ago he could 
have walked a mile with mere ease or 
have pedaled two miles in as short a 
time. 
But now he ambles along on 
crutches, twitching his face in pain as 
he approaches his mother. This makes a 
trio of limpers, and it is quite likely 
her majesty, who is quick to note the 
funny things of life, titters somewhat 
as the prince approaches. 
Next iii order comes the Princess of 
Wales. 
She needs no crutches or canes 
as she walks, but her lameness is per­ 
ceptible. 
She has been that way for 
many years, aud the toadying Britisher 
found the defects so becoming that 
many women throughout the kingdom 
started the fashion of the Alexandra 
limp. 
In the order of precedence the Duke 
of York follows the Princess of Wales. 
He, too, is hors de combat now, for he 
wrenched his ankle badly by an acci­ 
dent on the hunting field a few weeks 
aga His accident is trivial compared to 
the dislocated knee joint of his father 
or the recent injury to his aunt, but 
just at the present time he is much 
lamer than his mother and almost as 
lame as his royal grandmother. 
It is a curious coincidence, five limp­ 
ers in the royal family at the same 
time, and if some enterprising show­ 
man could get kinetoscope pictures of 
the royal procession he would coin a 
barrelful of money and would secure a 
historic record that would be decidedly 
unique.—Philadelphia Record.

“ Few people in the United States 
have the slightest conception of what 
the opening of China will mean to their 
commercial interests,” said a leading 
manufacturer of the United States who 
has recently returned from a six months’ 
tour of the Celestial empire to a New 
York Sun reporter the other day. “ The 
competition for the trade of the orient 
is becoming more fierce every year, one 
might say almost every month, and 
when the gates are finally opened and it 
becomes possible to trade with China as 
we now trade with Europe, the rush for 
commercial concessions will be some­ 
thing terrific. At piesent England is far 
in the lead, followed by America, Ger­ 
many, Japan and Russia in the order 
named. Germany is exerting all its in­ 
fluence toward obtaining and maintain­ 
ing commercial supremacy in China, 
and where years ago. the shopkeepers 
would say, ‘This is English,’ they now 
point to the familiar stamp, ‘Made in 
Germany. ’ As a resplt of this effort it 
may be noted that three years ago the 
number of vessels entering and clearing 
from Chinese ports showed 21,140 flying 
the British flag and 1,858 flying the 
German flag, while in 1897 the number 
of British vessels fell to 18,973, while 
the Germans increased to 2,016. Japan 
and Russia are also rapidly forging 
ahead. 
“ Japan has been so busy for the last 
few years in supplying its own market 
that it has not entered into full compe­ 
tition with the other nations of the 
world for the China trade. 
Japan has 
still a considerable home market to sup­ 
ply, and it is to this market that her 
energies will be devoted principally for 
the next decade. The Japanese, how­ 
ever, are well aware of the commercial 
opportunities of China and of the ad­ 
vantages which will result to the nation 
first occupying the ground. As they are 
the shrewdest people of the eastern 
world, the readiest to adapt themselves 
to European customs, the most skillful 
workmen and the best traders, they 
have amply earned their title of the 
' Yankees of the orient. ’ 
“ Russia will not enter into competi­ 
tion in manufactures for many years to 
come, but in other lines her competition 
is to be dreaded by Americans, possibly 
more than that of all the other nations 
combined. Russia has vast Wheatfields, 
the products of which she will be en­ 
abled by the new Transsiberian rail­ 
road, with its connections, to lay down 
at the doors of the Chinese as far south 
as Peking, and by means of the new 
American railroad as far as Canton. By 
the same means she will be enabled to 
transport the products of her iron mines 
and coal mines and her oil wells, and 
by exerting her power force the Chinese 
to admit them at the lowest rate of im­ 
port duty. Already Russian petroleum 
has begun to undersell American oil, 
and between the Russian and Sumatran 
oils the American oil is apt to be forced 
out of the market entirely. 
Although 
1897 was a bad year for import and ex­ 
port trade of China, the importation of 
oil increased 82,000,000 gallons. 
In 
1894 the importation of American oil 
amounted to 51, OOO, OOO gallons, of Rus­ 
sian oil 17,000,000 aud of Sumatran oil 
only 500,000 gallons. In 1897 the im­ 
portation of Amel iran oil had fallen off 
to 48,000,000 gallons, while that of 
Russian oil had iucieased to 36,000,000 
gallons and that of Sumatran oil to 14,- 
000, 000. 
“ When one stops to think of the im­ 
mensity of the Chinese market which 
still is yet untouched by European com­ 
merce, one is lost in wonderment. The 
most conservative estimate of the popu­ 
lation of China is 400,000,000 souls. 
China proper is about 1,475 miles in 
length and 1,855 miles in breadth and 
contains an area of 1,348,870 miles, 
covering a territory in which the tea 
plant and the cocoon are produced at 
one extreme and fur bearing animals at 
the other. 
At present its agricultural 
resources have been only slightly devel­ 
oped, so far as commercial purposes are 
concerned, although, owing to the den­ 
sity of the population, it has been nec­ 
essary that every available foot of terri­ 
tory should be highly cultivated. 
The

offer the

a system which could be spread all over 
China like a network. 
The building of 
such roads would keep armies of China­ 
men employed for years and would fur­ 
nish work for millions of American me­ 
chanics. Thousands of steam engines, 
freight cars and locomotives, millions 
of tons of rails, hundreds and thousands 
of miles of wire, thousands of electric 
motors, 1,000,000 streetcars and other 
accessories would be needed for th ie 
purpose alone. The opening up of China 
would soon be followed by the adoption 
by the Chinese of American customs, 
as has bean the case in Japan. 
This 


alme means millions and millions of 
dollars’ worth of trade to America. 
“ To put the Chinese men into Amer­ 
ican costumes, allowing them only one 
piece of everything, would keep all the 
tailors, all the hatters, all the shirt fac­ 
tories, all the shoe factories and all the 
underwear establishments in America 
busy night aud day for at least two 
years. The average American is fortu­ 
nate if he buys two suits a year, two 
pairs of shoes, three hats, half a dozen 
suits of underwear and a dozen pairs of 
socks. 
To supply them with these the 
wheels of the American factory are kept 
going throughout the year. 
Yet to 
equip each man in China with only one 
of each article would require more than 
are sold in the United States in a year’s 
time. The same is true of the equip­ 
ment of the women aud children, and to 
give each the amount of clothing which 
is necessary to an American in the same 
relative station in life would mean hun­ 
dreds of millions in trade aud work for 
all Americans for a year to come.

Wp Would Make Million* In Building 
sit-am mid Klectrlo Hoad*—The t ’hl- 
ne*e Would Soon Adopt American 
llothe* an d Keep Bar Factories 
tinny—China** Van* Mineral Wealth. 


“ Few people in the United States 
have the slightest conception of what 
the opening of China will mean to their 
commercial interests," said a leading 
manufacturer of the United States who 
has recently returned from a six months’ 
tour of the Celestial empire to a New 
York San reporter the other day. “ The 
competition for the trade of the orient 
is becoming more fierce every year, one 
might say almost every month, and 
when the gates are finally opened and it 
becomes possible to trade with China as 
we now trade with Europe, the rush for 
commercial concessions will be some­ 
thing terrific. At p iesent England is far 
in the lead, followed by America, Ger­ 
many, Japan and Russia rn the order 
named. Germany is exerting all its in­ 
fluence toward obtaining and maintain­ 
ing commercial supremacy in China, 
and where years ago. the shopkeepers 
would say, ‘This is English,’ they now 
point to the familiar stamp, ‘Made in 
Germany.’ As a result of this effort it 
may be noted that three years ago the 
number of vessels entering and clearing 
from Chinese ports showed 21,140 flying 
the British flag and 1,858 flying tho 
German flag, while in 1897 the number 
of British vessels fell to 18,973, while 
the Germans increased to 2,016. Japan 
and Russia are also rapidly forging 
ahead. 
“ Japan has been so busy for the last 
few years iii supplying its own market 
that it has not entered into full compe­ 
tition with the other nations of the 
world for the China trade. 
Japan has 
still a considerable home market to sup­ 
ply, and it is to this market that her 
energies will be devoted principally for 
the next decade. 
The Japanese, how­ 
ever, are well aware of the commercial 
opportunities of China and of the ad­ 
vantages which w ill result to the nation 
first occupying the ground. As they are 
the shrewdest people of the eastern 
world, the readiest to adapt themselves 
to European customs, the most skillful 
workmen and the best traders, 
they 
have amply earned their title of the 
‘ Yankees of the orient. ’ 
“ Russia w ill not enter into competi­ 
tion in manufactures for many years to 
come, but in other lines her competition 
is to be dreaded by Americans, possibly 
more than that of all the other nations 
combined. Russia has vast Wheatfields, 
the products of which she w ill be en­ 
abled by the new Transsiberian rail­ 
road, with its connections, to lay down 
at the doors of the Chinese as far south 
as Peking, and by means of the new 
American railroad as far as Canton. By 
the same means she will be enabled to 
transport the products of her iron mines 
and coal mines and her oil wells, and 
by exerting ber power force the Chinese 
to admit them at the lowest rate of im­ 
port duty. 
Already Russian petroleum 
has begun to undersell American oil, 
and between the Russian and Sumatran 
oils the American oil is apt to be forced 
out of the market entirely. 
Although 
1897 was a bad year for import and ex­ 
port trade of China, the importation of 
oil increased 32,000,000 gallons. 
In 
1894 the importation of American oil 
amounted to 51, OOO, OOO gallons, of Rus­ 
sian oil 17,000,000 aud of Sumatran oil 
only 500,000 gallons. 
In 1897 the im ­ 
portation of Aineiioan oil had fallen off 
to 48,000,000 gallons, while that of 
Russian oil had iucieased to 36,000,000 
gallons and that of Sumatran oil to 14,- 
000, 000. 
“ When one stops to think of the im ­ 
mensity of the Chinese market which 
still is yet untouched by European com­ 
merce, one is lost in wonderment. 
The 
most conservative estimate of the popu­ 
lation of China is 400,000,000 souls. 
China proper is about 1,475 miles in 
length and 1,855 miles in breadth and 
contains an area of 1,348,870 miles, 
covering a territory in which the tea 
plant and the cocoon are produced at 
one extreme aud fur bearing animals at 
the other. 
At present its agricultural 
resources have been only slightly devel­ 
oped, so far as commercial purposes are 
concerned, although, owing to the den­ 
sity of the population, it has been nec­ 
essary that every available foot of terri­ 
tory should be highly cultivated. 
The 
mineral wealth of China, which is vast, 
has practically never been touched. 
Although, owing to the great popula­ 
tion and the cheapness of living, manu­ 
facturing in China could be carried on 
at less expense than anywhere else on 
the globe, and the raw’ materials, such 
as cotton and silk aud iron, are right at 
hand, manufacturing as we know it has 
never been undertaken in China, and 
the day must come when the primitive 
hand loom must give w’ay to the ma­ 
chinery driven by steam and electricity. 
“ The density of the population and 
the possibility of the agricultural and 
mining resources of interior China not 
only guarantee that railroads will be 
extremely 
profitable, 
but 
offer the 
greatest field in the world for electric 
railroads, which could run from to w n 
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Skilled 
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to town and village to village, forming 
a system which could be spread all over 
China like a network. 
The building of 
such roads would keep armies of China­ 
men employed for years and would fur­ 
nish work for millions of American me­ 
chanics. 
Thousands of steam engines, 
freight cars and locomotives, millions 
of tons of rails, hundreds and thousands 
of miles of wire, thousands of electric 
motors, 1,000,000 streetcars and other 
accessories would be needed for this 
purpose alone. The opening up of China 
would soon be followed by the adoption 
by the Chinese of American customs, 
u has been the case in Japan. 
This 


aline means millions and m illions of 
dollars’ worth of trade to America. 
“ To put the Chinese men into Amer­ 
ican costumes, allowing them only one 
piece of everything, would keep all the 
tailors, all the hatters, all the shirt fac­ 
tories, all the shoe factories and all the 
underwear establishments in America 
busy night aud day for at least two 
years. 
The average American is fortu­ 
nate if he buys two suits a year, two 
pairs of shoes, three hats, half a dozen 
suits of underwear aud a dozen pairs of 
socks. 
To supply them with these the 
wheels of the American factory are kept 
going throughout the year. 
Yet to 
equip each man in China with only one 
of each article would require more than 
are sold in the United States in a year’s 
time. 
The same is true of the equip­ 
ment of the women aud children, and to 
give each the amount of clothing which 
is necessary to an American in the same 
relative station in life would mean hun­ 
dreds of millions iii trade and work for 
all Americans for a year to come. 
“ In return for all this, China offers 
its tea, its silk, its rice, its undeveloped 
mines, its opium, its cotton, its nuts, 
its bric-a-brac, its firecrackers and its 
other products. 
The importations into 
China last year amounted to 202,828,- 
625 Haikwan taels, and its exports 163,- 
501,358 Haikwan taels. 
Of the exports 
tea heads the list, the United States 
taking 207,888 piculs, Russia 528,215 
piculs. 
The congent is the most popu­ 
lar of the black teas in the United 
States, the importation last year being 
66,990 piculs. 
Of the green teas gun­ 
powder leads with 64,454 piculs. 
If 
China is not more careful, she w ill lose 
the greater part of the tea trade, for 
while her tea is prepared by hand, in 
Ceylon and elsewhere it is cleaned by 
machinery, which is the proper method. 
Japan is making great inroads into the 
Chinese silk trade, because it is more 
carefully handled and prepared in Japan 
than in China. One thing that helps the 
foreign merchant in China is that he 
sells for gold aud buys for silver. 
This 
will be changed in the course of time, 
but nevertheless China offers great op­ 


portunities for American commerce and 
they should not be neglected. 
With 
Hawaii and Manila, links in a chain 
from America to China, America is in 
a better position than ever before to put 
in a strong bid for its rightful share of 
the Chinese commerce.’’

ways Something New.” Consequently, 
I imagine that the impressions of a 
woman at the foot of the guillotine 
would not be commonplace. I was pres­ 
ent at one performance in the Place de 
la Roquette, where M. de Paris and his 
assistants officiated in the name of so 
called justice. The horrible spectacle 
haunts and racks the mind aud tends 
rather to re-enforce the partisans of the 
abolition of capital punishment. The 
horror of the punishment imposed ren­ 
ders a guilty man almost worthy of 
pity. The sight of a human being, 
dragged like a beast to the slaughter 
louse, up even to the sinister seesaw, 
is terrible. 
I know many people may be astonish­ 
ed tjiat anybody could be moved to pity 
for the ferocious brute, Carrara, who 
transformed his mushroom establish­ 
ment into a crematory and had no mer­ 
cy for the unfortunate young man, La- 
marra, whom he threw into the fire 
after having murdered him for the pur­ 
pose of robbery. I know all that, and I 
do not dispute the fact that the Italian 
was a monster, but that is no reason 
why we should not be disgusted at the 
spectacle which was presented to our 
eyes and which I will now endeavor to 
describe with the impartiality of a sim­ 
ple spectator, without resentment or 
prejudice, bat with a heart that revolts 
against a scene that has neither the 
grandeur nor the majesty of a punish­ 
ment inflicted, but rather exhibits the 
cowardice and baseness of a vengeance 
which hides itself from the light of day. 
The execution was fixed for 4 o’clock 
in the morning, but from the hour of 
midnight the neighborhood of 
the 
Grande Roquette was swarming with 
an undulating and mocking crowd. 
Jailbirds, murderers, footpads and wom­ 
en of the streets assembled there to see, 
as they said, “ the Italian animal short­ 
ened.” 
Journalists were admitted into the 
narrow space so often described, with 
its five sinister stones and its legendary 
gas jet which is never lighted except on 
the evening before an execution. 
There in the rain we watched the set­ 
ting up of Chat horrible machine which, 
according to the legend, 
Oagliostro 
showed in a glass of clear water to the 
terrified Marie Antoinette. In the yel­ 
low and spectral light of the gas jet 
that flickered in the wind these prepa­ 
rations were hideous to witness. Al­ 
most on a level with the ground stands 
the scaffold with its two arms in the 
air brandishing the sparkling knife. 
Aud I, a woman, in the presence of 
these preparations, could not help think­ 
ing of the family of the wretch whose 
head was soon to fall into the basket. I 
thought of his little children, who were 
at that moment sleeping soundly some­ 
where, aud of his wife, equally guilty 
with him, and who, as it were, pushed 
her husband into the arms of the execu­ 
tioner as a last resort to save herself. 
What remorse will be hers when they 
tell her abruptly: “ Carrara has suffered 
bis punishment. You are a widow!” 
But the day was dawning, and the 
lamps were going out. At the windows 
and even on the roofs numbers of spec­ 
tators were gathered as if to witness 
some carnival. The sight was heart­ 
rending. Mounted gendarmes and sol­ 
diers gradually came out of the dark­ 
ness, and one might be inclined to rail 
at such a display of force at the execu­ 
tion of a wretch paralyzed by fedr, who 
in a few moments would appear upon 
the scene tied hand and foot. 
There was some little commotion 
among the crowd when people began to 
point at a thin, old man who hobbled 
abont with the gestures of a dancing 
jack to see if tho knife iu the brass run­ 
ners was in good working order. This 
was Deibler, the executioner, a ghost 
with a white beard, who adjusted the 
instrument with the indifference of a 
grocer weighing his goods. Suddenly 
there was profound silence; the rain 
was over, heads were uncovered and 
motionless. Breathless and almost in 
agony the crowd followed with staring 
eyes the movement of the doors of the 
prison, which at last opened wide. 
A suppressed “ Ah!” came from many 
contracted chests, while with pale faces 
all gazed upon the assassin, whose 
crime the mountebanks of the fairs pop­ 
ularized. He was simply frightful to 
look at, bowed down as he was with 
terror. He did not look like a human 
being. He looked like a beast. His in­ 
telligence was already dead and his 
heart had lost all feeling. Tho instinct 
of the animal still remained. The sight 
was dreadfully sad. 
What followed beggars description. 
The executioner and his aids seemed no 
longer to be men employed to carry out 
the ends of justice; they looked like 
butchers. They seized the condemned 
man, some by the ears, some by the 
legs, while others held down the center 
of tho body aud kept holding him up to 
the very moment when, with a sudden 
rumble, the knife fell, tho head re­ 
bounded into the basket and tho abomi­ 
nation was at an end.

I was pres­ 
ent at one performance in the Plano de 
la Roquette, where M. de Paris and his 
assistants officiated in the name of so 
called justice. The horrible spectacle 
haunts and racks the mind and tends 
rather to re enforce the partisans of the 
abolition of capital punishment. The 
horror of the punishment imposed ren­ 
ders a guilty man almost worthy of 
pity. The sight of a human being, 
dragged like a beast to the slaughter 
house, up even to the sinister seesaw, 
is terrible. 
I know many people may be astonish­ 
ed that anybody could be moved to pity 
for the ferocious brute, Carrara, who 
transformed his mushroom establish­ 
ment into a crematory and had no mer­ 
cy for tho unfortunate young man, La- 
niarra, whom be threw into tho fire 
after having murdered him for the pur­ 
pose of robbery. I know all that, and I 
do not dispute the fact that the Italian 
was a monster, but that is no reason 
why we should not be disgusted at the 
spectacle which was presented to our 
eyes and which I will now endeavor to 
describe with the impartiality of a sim­ 
ple spectator, without resentment or 
prejudice, bat with a heart that revolts 
against a scene that has neither the 
grandeur nor the majesty of a punish­ 
ment inflicted, but rather exhibits the 
cowardice aud baseness of a vengeance 
which hides itself from the light of day. 
The execution was fixed for 4 o’clock 
in the morning, but from the hour of 
midnight the neighborhood of 
the 
Grande Roquette was swarming with 
an undulating and mocking crowd. 
Jailbirds, murderers, footpads and wom­ 
en of the streets assembled there to see, 
as they said, “ the Italian animal short­ 
ened.” 
Journalists were admitted into the 
narrow space so often described, with 
its five sinister stones and its legendary 
gas jet which is never lighted except on 
the evening before an execution. 
There in the rain we watched the set­ 
ting up of that horrible machine which, 
according to the legend, 
Oagliostro 
showed in a glass of clear water to the 
terrified Mario Antoinette. In the yel­ 
low aud spectral light of the gas jet 
that flickered in the wind these prepa­ 
rations were hideous to witness. Al­ 
most on a level with the ground stands 
tho scaffold with its two arms in the 
air brandishing the sparkling knife. 
And I, a woman, iii tho presence of 
these preparations, could not help think­ 
ing of the family of the wretch whose 
head was soon to fall into the basket. I 
thought of his little children, who were 
at that moment sleeping soundly some­ 
where, aud of his wife, equally guilty 
with him, and who, as it were, pushed 
her husband into the arms of the execu­ 
tioner as a last resort to save herself. 
What remorse will be hers when they 
tell her abruptly: “ Carrara has suffered 
his punishment. You are a widow I” 
But the day was dawning, and the 
lamps were going out. At the windows 
and even on the roofs numbers of spec­ 
tators were gathered as if to witness 
some carnival. 
The sight was heart­ 
rending. Mounted gendarmes and sol­ 
diers gradually came out of the dark­ 
ness, and one might be inclined to rail 
at such a display of force at the execu­ 
tion of a wretch paralyzed by fedr, who 
in a few moments would appear upon 
the scene tied hand and foot. 
There was some little commotion 
among the crowd when people began to 
point at a thin, old man who hobbled 
about with the gestures of a dancing 
jack to see if tho knife iii tho brass run­ 
ners was in good working order. This 
was Deibler, the executioner, a ghost 
with a white beard, who adjusted the 
instrument with the indifference of a 
grocer weighing his goods. Suddenly 
there was profound silence; the rain 
was over, heads were uncovered aud 
motionless. Breathless and almost in 
agony the crowd followed with staring 
eyes the movement of the doors of the 
prison, which at last opened wide. 
A suppressed “ Ah!” came from many 
contracted chests, while with pale faces 
all gazed upon the assassin, whose 
crime the mountebanks of the fairs pop­ 
ularized. He was simply frightful to 
look at, bowed down as he was with 
terror. He did not look like a human 
being. He looked like a beast. His in­ 
telligence was already dead and his 
heart had lost all feeling. Tho instinct 
of the animal still remained. The sight 
was dreadfully sad. 
What followed beggars description.

The roads were very 
fair. 
Speaking of the sleeping apartm ents 
of the transports, General W heeler said 
they were quite warm aud there was 
some discomfort. 
He had ofteu goue 
down among the men at night and 
found that there was comparatively 
little complaint except from the heat. 
Coming back from Santiago to Mon­ 
tauk he had sailed on the Miami, hav­ 
ing chosen it oecause it was said to be 
the worst. 
He had found it very com­ 
fortable, and when they landed there 
were only 34 sick, and only 3 or 4 of 
these were too ill to stand up for in­ 
spection. 
There was plenty of w ater 
on the vessel and a sufficiency of ice for 
the sick, though not for others. 
After 
the destruction of Cervera’s fleet the 
arm y was more abundantly supplied 
than any army in the field had ever 
been. 
For the future he recommended th at 
the men should be kept off the ground 
and be well sheltered from the rain by 
good tents. 
There she .Iii also be much 
ca re in regard to transportation facili­ 
ties and as to medical and commissary 
supplies. 
He said iii reply to a question that 
the tents had been left on board the 
transports so no time should be con­ 
sumed iii removing them* 
“ We were 
there for business, * he said, “ aud we 
felt that prompt disemb a Ration and a 
speedy movement to tho front would 
im press the enemy m w* thau anything 
else we could do.” 
A fter a recess General Wheeler de­ 
voted his testimony cniefly to his ex­ 
perience at Camp 
Wikoff, Montauk 
Point. 
general contended that Wikoff 
model camp, the climate a salu- 
oue and the accommodations 
exceptional in character. 
He 
considered the hospital capacity equal 
to the demands upon it, aud that no 
m ilitary camp in history was ever ho 
well supplied in all respects as was this. 
Red taj»e methods were entirely abol­ 
ished aud the demands of the men were 
met as soon as they were properly 
voiced. 
The president ou giving him com­ 
mand there had ordered him to spare 
no pains or expense to make the men 
com fortable. 
The surgeons, at his request, had 
made a list of special articles to be pur­ 
chased for the sick. 
This he had asked 
them to do in obedience to the presi­ 
dent's directions. 
The people came 
w ith m any kinds of food, “ and I un­ 
dertake to say,” lie declared, “ that no 
arm y on earth was ever so abundantly 
supplied w ith necessaries and luxuries.” 
The general location aud the tran s­ 
portation facilities of the camp were 
poor. 
As a rub*, when the parents or other 
relatives came to visit the soldiers they 
expressed satisfaction at the care the 
men were given. 
He knew of no com­ 
plaints from relatives. 
Upqn the whole, he thought the fact 
th at there hail been no spread of yellow 
fever from the camp was quite m arvel­ 
ous. 
Gne of the greatest difficulties he 
had euoountared was to properly con­ 
trol the removal of sick soldiers by their 
relatives in eases where sym pathy and 
aff ection often acted instead of discre­ 
tion. 
He had read to the regular soldiers 
the assertion that they had been iu an 
almost starving condition and they 
laughed at the report. 
“ There were, ” 
he said, “ undoubtedly individual cases 
of suffering and of neglect, but tney 
were the exception.” 
General Wheeler resumed his testi­ 
mony today. 
General Fitzhugh Lee 
has notified the commission that he will 
not be able to appear before Thursday.

The board of trade is in receipt of a 
letter from John B. Hastings, of West 
Bridgewater, Pa., who wants to locate a 
factory here. 
He says he has discovered a secret 
process for making steel out of pig iron 
and cast scrap and submits a list of 
testimonials from several manufactures 
who have used his process. 
Among 
Other things he says he is a first cousin 
Of Governor Hastings. 
He wants to 
locate here, and to build and equip a 
plant would cost not less than $10,000 
or $15,000 cash. 
The following proposi­ 
tion is made to the board : “ The board 
or a syndicate is to advance the cash, 
taking a mortgage on the plant as 
security. 
A percentage of the profits of 
the company are to be set aside to the pay­ 
ment of the debt. 
The treasurer of the 
company is to be appointed by the board 
and it is also to be represented in the 
board of directors of the company. 
The 
capital stock of the concern is to be 
$100,000 and the board of trade is to re­ 
ceive $20,000 of paid up and unassessable 
stock for advancing the cash.” 
The factory to be built will be a 
regular steel works with a Bessemer 
converter aud capable of turning out 
steel castings or ordinary iron castings 
if desired. 
It will employ a large staff 
of skilled workmen. 
The testimonials given are|very good, 
and the offer looks like a very good 
thing if there is enough enterprise in 
the oily to accept it. 
It is probable 
nothing will be done here in the matter, 
but there is but little doubt that some 
o f the towns in the valley will make au 
effort to secure the factory.

The New York H erald’s special cor­ 
respondent at San Juan, w riting under 
the date of Sept. 16 about the approach­ 
ing change of government in the city, 
say8: On the verge of complete revolu­ 
tion of the social, political and business 
conditions, San Juan is undisturbed and 
even placid. 
She is still Spanish in 
language, social habits and customs, 
inclination and government. Over Mor­ 
ro, the captain general’s palace, the 
fortifications and numerous barracks, 
the yellow and red banner of Aragon 
and Castile still idly flaps. 
Every one 
knows it must soon comp down. 
But 
that w ill be—“ m anana.” 
Meanwhile things goon much as they 
have been going for IOO years. 
The 
streets are crowded with representatives 
of Spain’s authority. 
Hundreds of offi­ 
cers, soldiers and policemen block the 
sidewalks and appear constantly in the 
shops and cafes. 
San Juan has more 
policemen than any city of the same 
fixe on earth. They are not needed. 
A 
more quiet aud law abiding population 
could scarcely be found. 
Street fights 
and brawls, so common in American 
towns, are 
comparatively unknown. 
Days pass w ithout a single arrest, and 
those which do occur are almost in­ 
variably for petty thievery. 
Yet one 
cannot move without bumping against 
a policeman armed w ith a revolver and 
a heavy short sword. Jobs for Spaniards 
must be found. 
San Juan wakes early. By 7 o’clock 
the shops are open, and a stirring of 
wide shutters in the upper stories of the 
houses shows that even the women are 
about. 
Hundreds of men are having 
their coffee in the cafes. 
Probably a 
band is playing somewhere, 
which 
means a detachment of troops returning 
from early mass in the cathedral. 
By 
IO o’clock this early activity has worn 
itself out. The sun has got well up into 
the sky, white and hot. It falls in the 
narrow, unshaded streets, aud the cob­ 
blestones begin to scorch through thin 
shoe soles. 
It is a time to seek the 
shade and quaff cooling drinks. 
Blini - 
i ness languishes. 
About 11 shop shut­ 
ters begin to go up, and soon the streets 
are as deserted as at midnight. 
This is breakfast hour, aud until well 
after noon not a shop or public building 
will tie found open. 
About I or 2, 
whether the siesta is long or short, peo­ 
ple begin to reappear and shops reopen. 
Gradually traffic revives. By 4 o’clock, 
when the Palais de Justice has cast its 
cooling shadow over half the blazing 
plaza, loungers begin to appear to oc­ 
cupy the numerous benches aud blink 
idly at the guards about the gloomy 
palais entrance. W ith each passing hour 
the city presents a livelier appearance, 
until at 6 o’clock it is fully awake and 
ready for dinner, the principal meal of 
the day. 
In the evening is when the inhab­ 
itants of San Juan really live. 
These 
are the pleasant hours of the day. From 
the sea comes a breeze, cool aud fresh, 
to whisper to the few shade trees in the 
plazas aud revive enervated humanity. 
Twice a week one of the m ilitary bauds 
plays in the principal plaza. Then it iB 
worth while to go, hire a comfortable 
armchair from a “ muchacho” for IO 
cents in Porto Rican silver and sit and 
observe and listen. 
These m ilitary bands—there are three 
uow stationed in San Juan—are equal 
to Sousa or Herbert, on a considerably 
smaller scale. They play beautifully 
voluptuous airs of sunny Spain, the 
strains swelling and quickening until 
they entice an answer in the livened 
step aud unconsciously swaying bodies 
of hundreds of promenaders, then slow 
ly dying to a sweet, soft breath, borne 
to the ear from distant guitars aud 
mandolins. Italian, French and German 
composers are not neglected, whilo oc­ 
casionally there will come a spirited bit 
from some modern light opera, or even 
a snatch from a topical song of the day. 
On band nights San Juan may beseen 
at her best 
The concerts begin at 8 
o’clock. 
Prior to that hour the private 
soldiers are permitted the liberty of the 
plaza, uud hundreds avail themselves of 
the opportunity for an airing. 
At 8 
they must retire to their barracks, leav­ 
ing the plaza to the officers. The music 
racks are set at one end of the plaza, 
and the musicians stand during the two 
hours of the concert. 
By the time the 
second number on the programme is 
reached the plaza is thronged with the 
wealth, beauty and fashion of the Porto 
Rican capital. 
A row of gas street 
lamps, thickly set, encircles the plaza, 
while at each end rise iron towers, upon 
whioh are supported electric arc lights. 
All the houses surrounding the plaza 
are illuminated, their bright coloring 
and eastern architecture giving an ori­ 
ental effect. The balconies—every house 
bas a balcony—are filled w ith gayly 
dressed women aud officers, and through 
open windows glimpses of richlv fur­ 


nished interiors can be obtained. On the 
street level the Grand Central and oth­ 
er cafes, the Spanish club and a dozen 
brilliantly lighted drug stores and shops 
help flood the plaza with light and lend 
life and gayety to the scene. 
The throng is characteristic of the San 
Juan of today—of the San .Juan which 
will soon cease to exist. There are Span­ 
ish officers, hundreds of them, clad in 
an immense variety of uniforms—to use 
a perfectly truthful paradox. There are 
officers of the Guardia Civil, in dark 
blue suits and cape, their cuffs red and 
gold, the rank indicated by eight point­ 
ed stars, and with small spurs sticking 
out from under the long trousers. There 
are officers of the line, usually in light 
or indigo blue, sometimes with broad 
stripes along the trousers and with cuffs 
and facings of green, red, blue or black, 
according to the branch of the service, 
their rank indicated by gold and silver 
stars on the sleeve above the cuff. These 
wear tall white caps, with gilt bands. 
There are naval officers in dark blue 
uniforms of distinctly seafaring cut and 
without colored facings. All the officers 
wear some kind of sword invariably, 
usually during the day the regulation 
saber and at night substituting a slen­ 
der rapier with a cross hilt. They also 
carry walking sticks with silver and 
gold heads, according to rank. As they 
mingle with the crowd, walking to­ 
gether in groups, now bowing to some 
passing female acquaintance or turning 
to promenade with her, they uncon­ 
sciously dominate the entire assemblage 
aud give to it an indelible im print of 
Spain. Plainly they are favorites with 
the women, who receive their polite a t­ 
tentions graciously. 
And the women! They are out in 
force, dressed in the latest fashions of 
Madrid and Paris. Here and there some 
gentleman walks with his wife aud 
family, but usually the women prome 
nade alone until joined by male ac­ 
quaintances. 
A group of girls will be 
accompanied by a duenna, who keeps 
discreetly in the background if any men 
approach. Often, however, two or more 
senoritas will promenade entirely alone, 
with a freedom which would be consid­ 
ered unbecoming in the United States. 
This is one of the occasions when 
rigorous Spanish etiquette is somewhat 
relaxed and the unmarried women en­ 
joy a fleeting glimpse of social freedom. 
So the crowd, constantly swelling un­ 
til progress is almost impossible, moves 
in a circle back and forth along tile 
length of the plaza. 
Mingling with it 
are scores of police in their bright uni 
forms, who seem to have no business 
there except to accentuate the crush, 
and hundreds of civilians in their best 
dress. 
Nowadays there is a sprinkling 
of American navy and army officers in 
quiet uniforms, and a good deal of at­ 
tention they attract. 
And so it goes 
until the concert ends. 
The band, pre­ 
ceded by au escort of cavalry, marches 
away to a wonderfully quick quickstep, 
the lights fade and slowly the crowd 
disperses through the shadowy streets. 
Not all San Juan, however, is to be 
seen in the grand plaza. Only fashion­ 
able and official life centralizes there. 
In other sections of the city the even­ 
ings pass differently. Take a stroll from 
the brilliantly lighted plaza into the 
eastern part of town, near the barracks. 
There the whole lower strata will be 
found in the narrow, badly lighted 
streets or in the Plaza Cristobal Colon 
and the smaller breathing places of the 
densely populated city. 
Here hand or­ 
gans and dirty wandering minstrels, 
who perform semi barbaric music upon 
cracked guitars and raspy mandolins, 
accompanied by the “ guero” —a native 
instrum ent made of a gourd—furnish 
the music. 
Venders of “ duloe” squat beside their 
trays of sweetmeat, dolorously crying 
their wares. Noncommissioned officers 
aud privates mingle with the people 
and ohafc with the women. 
Everybody 
smokes cigarettes, even children hurdly 
able to toddle. The shops aud meaner 
cafes are open aud crowded. Further on 
one can wander through streets more 
narrow and darker than alleys to where 
the massive gray battlements of the an­ 
cient city walls lift their somber, jagged 
towers to greet the moon. 
Inquisitive 
sentinels, Mauser rifle in hand, walk 
here to turn intruders back, but by ex­ 
ercising discretion glimpses may be ob­ 
tained of tiny balconies ensconced in 
nooks uud crannies high up in the wall 
and overlooking the sea aud the tw ink­ 
ling city. 
Perhaps a peep may be had 
into the odd habitations within, with 
dusky senoritas gazing out through a 
curtain of flowers and vines. 
This is a 
different San Juan from that which 
promenades in the plaza, but not less 
interesting. 
Ordinary Americans, 
soldiers and 
officers have already ceased to attract 
unusual attention when they stir from 
the Hotel Inglaterre. 
But Admiral 
Schley never fails to draw every eye 
when he appears in public. 
Residents 
| of San Juan had regarded Admiral Cer- 
vera's fleet as invincible. The wan who 
destroyed it is to them a beiug far above 
the ordinary m ilitary hero. 
Admiral 
Schley’s cordial, unpretentious rnanuer, 
as well as the absence of gold lace from 
his ordinary dress, are the marvel of 
Spanish soldiers and civilians alike. 
When Schley appears, they will whis­ 
per to 
each 
other, 
“ El A lim ran te 
Schley,” aud look at nothing else until 
the object of their admiration passes out 
of sight 
The military, not having suffered de­ 
feat, feeling itself unconquered, rejoices 
at au opportunity to return honorably 


to Spain. 
The civilians Knowing, un­ 
der their surface of patriotism, that the 
island has been badly governed, look 
forward with considerable complacency 
to a better commercial era. 
I be native 
Porto Ricans rejoice at the prospect of 
any change which promises them politi­ 
cal equality. 
So the day for the great 
change—when institutions 400 years in 
building will 
be overturned— creeps 
llowly nearer. 
When the people think of it, they put 
it aside as something which belongs to 
“ m anana.” 
When they promenade in 
the grand plaza and listen to delicious 
strains of music and feast their eyes on 
bright uniforms and all the outward 
evidences of a power which rules by 
force, covering its mailed hand with a 
thin veneer of gilt, do they think of 
the time when all this will pass? Wil 
the blessings of liberty and good gov­ 
ernment compensate this warm blooded 
tinsel loving people for what they will 
lose when Spain’s flag on the western 
hemisphere is forever furled?

WOODEN MAUSER BULLETS.

That the Spanish soldiers in Cuba 
were inferior marksmen is well known 
to our soldiers and marines, but much 
surprise has been expressed at the re­ 
markable lack of execution which char­ 
acterized them at Guantanamo and San­ 
tiago. It has remained for Olaf Gilson, 
gun captain No. I of the United States 
gunboat Montgomery, to throw some 
light on this matter. 
Ollsou, while his ship was stationed 
off Santiago after the destruction of 
Cervera's fleet, went aboard the Maria 
Teresa in search of souvenirs. He found 
a large quantity of unused Mauser car­ 
tridges in clips of five. One of these 
dips found its way to the New York 
Sun office, 
lf the Spanish army and 
navy were equipped with that kind of 
ammunition, then Cervera and Toral 
were amply justified in surrendering. 
The cartridges found by Ollson con­ 
sist of a metal shell loaded with hair 
aud a sprinkling of powder. The bullet 
is neither brass nor lead, but of wood. 
Some wicked army contractor had im­ 
posed on the ordnance bureau of the 
Spanish navy, but to what extent the 
harmless wooden Mauser bullets were 
used will probably never be known.

A correspondent of the New York 
Sun, w riting about Lord Beresford’a 
mission to China, says: From a hint 
dropped in his speech at Singapore the 
other day it is possible to learn the real 
objects of Lord Charles Beresford’n visit 
to China. Ostensibly ho goes out as the 
representative of the English chambers 
of commerce to inquire into tho present 
position of British trade in the far east 
and ita future possibilities in the newly 
opened markets. In reality it seems his 
mission has a far w ider scope and that 
instead of visiting the Celestial empire 
as a sort of superior commercial traveler 
—an odd employment anyway for an 
energetic naval officer—he is charged 
by the governm ent to negotiate w ith the 
provincial viceroys for the m aintenance 
of law and order through the Yang-tse- 
Kiang valley. 
Lord Charles Beresford practically 
adm itted his real objective in urging 
th at the w aterw ays of China should be 
developed under the protection of m ili 
tary police as a prelim inary to railroad 
aud commercial enterprises. 
T hat ap 
parentJy is the keynote of the policy he 
is sent out to initiate. 
The aim of his 
mission may therefore be described as 
the Egvptization of 
central 
China. 
W hat Lord Cromer has accomplished 
along the N ile Lord Charles is going 
to attem pt along the Y’aug-tse. 
The chances of bis success are not 
quite so hopeless as they may seem. 
The provincial viceroys are practically 
independent rulera 
They raise their 
own armies, collect their own taxes and 
adm inister their own territories w ith­ 
out consulting the central authority at 
Peking. At the same tim e their position 
is not one of absolute security. The re­ 
cent rebellion in the south is only a 
sample of the dangers that threaten 
them. The Japanese war, the encroach­ 
ments of France from the south and 
Russia from the north, and the general 
debility of the whole realm have made 
them think of a possible debacle whioh 
m ight sweep the ground from under 
them. 
One may conjecture, then, that Lord 
C harles’ first move w ill he to guarantee 
to these local magnates tho security and 
independence which seem slipping away 
from their shiftless bauds.

pro quo th at Lord Charles apparently 
has in view is perm. 
ion granted to 
British officers to raise, drill and dis­ 
cipline the provincial armies.

DR. CONGOSTO’S OPINION. 


T he P r o b le m o f C oha'a F o l u r e la So­ 
c ia l a n d U n c ia l. 
Dr. Congos to, on the eve of his de­ 
parture for Spain from 
Havana via 
New York, said in a recent interview : 
“ Supposing that Spain has to relin­ 
quish her sovereignty over Cuba, the 
problem of the island's future is a most 
difficult one. 
The difficulty lies in dif­ 
ferent directions from th at generally 
supposed. 
The problem is social and 
racial 
rather than political. 
I had 
studied the question closely for many 
years before I came here, aud studied it 
w ithout prejudice, 
forming all 
my 
judgm ents without passion and basing 
them on facts and rational deductions. 
“ It has been my m isfortune to bs 
constantly misunderstood, although my 
sole aim always has been to see the peo­ 
ple of Cuba happy. How to secure that 
happiness is the great problem. 
Im m i­ 
gration by 4,000,000 or 5,000,000 per­ 
sons and increase in the population

A Few Word* of Ot»*ervation From a 
Citizen. 


E ditor N ews R e v ie w : 
N o doubt 
people have noticed that there are school 
boards and school boreds. 
There are school boreds that have 
deadlocks—in the legislature—so dead 
indeed that no one concerned hears of 
them till the key is turned on the law 
and alsoon the legislature for two years.

court has completed its work, and some 
of the decisions given are of especial 
interest to Liverpool. 
' In the case of the Pennsylvania com­ 
i t y versus John B. McKinnon, the 
decision of common pleas was reversed. 
McKinnon sought to recover land in 
Liverpool, and in court got part of lot 42 
and HO. the plaintiff afterward refund­ 
ing $9.95. The company claimed com­ 
mon pleas erred in refusing to instruct 
the jury to make a special finding as to 
particular facts. It asked that IO ques­ 
tions be put to the jury, five of which 
the court refused to use. Circuit court 
held that some of the six were material. 
Harry 
M. 
Benner against Clara 
Benner: He sought to have the judg­ 
ment of common pleas reversed on the 
ground that it had no jurisdiction. The 
action was brought for alimony, her 
husband living in Pittsburg and service 
was had by publication. Benner claimed 
that action wrong. Common pleas court 
held otherwise, and gave her $200 and 
|15 per month for the present. Circuit 
court affirmed the decree. It took Judge 
Laubie I% hours to deliver the opinion. 
The case of Wellsville against H. S. 
Allman was brought by the city to re­ 
verse common pleas in which Allman 
obtained for injury sustained in tripping 
on a wire stretched around a grass plat 
next to the pavement. Evidence showed 
that $75 was a proper charge for the 
doctor’s bill. 
Circuit court held this 
evidence incompetent as Allman s father 
was bound to furnish him medical at­ 
tendance. and he in turn would have an 
action against the citv 
if it 
were 
negligent. Other evidence showed that 
a policeman had been notified of the 
wire, but circuit held that a policeman 
is Dot a proper person to notify. A street 
commissioner woald be a proper party. 
The decision of the lower court was re­ 
versed. 
In the case of Isabella McCloskey 
against Joseph Hay the court could not 
agree, and the case was continued. 
In the case of W. H. Bryan versus the 
Burford Bros. Pottery company, the de­ 
cision of common pleas was reversed. 
Bryan lost his arm in the pottery, and 
claimed negligence on the part of the 
company. The case was taken from the 
jury when the plaintiff had completed 
his evidence. Circuit court held that, 
while Brvan might have known that 
placing his arm in the wheel meant 
injury, yet he might not know that the 
belt would kink while being placed on 
the wheel and he be injured. The case 
will be tried again. 
The case of John Rinehart against the 
Gerke Brewing company had been tried 
to a referee. Common pleas confirmed 
the finding, and circnit judges said they 
were unable to examine the points in 
the case because the evidence was not 
embodied in the bill of exceptions and 
had not been signed by witnesses 
If 
they had been permitted to examine the 
case they could see nothing to call for 
reversal. The judgment is affirmed.

Hill’s oourt, Liverpool, against John 
Kinehart for $22.86. Rinehart has ap­ 
pealed.

BOTANICAL EXPEDITION. 


C o r n e lli m 
V a n d e r b i l t P a t r o n o f a n 
Exploring P a r t y ti* P o r t o R ic o . 
Under the auspices of the New York 
botanical garden directorate an expe­ 
dition will .shortly be dispatched to 
Porto Rico to study the flora of the 
newly acquired United States territory 
and to send back specimens of its plants, 
flowers and fruits. 
Dr. N. Z. Britton 
is the instigator of the movement, and 
Cornelius Vanderbilt has volunteered to 
bear the expense of the scientific inves­ 
tigation. 
The plan of the expedition is 
Dr. Britton's own. 
In his own words, 
“ there is nothing too good for New 
York,” and the specimens that will be 
obtained in Porto Rico will be of great 
value. There is very little known of the 
flora of the island, he says. There is

them, aud the botanical garden now has 
a set of the specimens he collected. 
Upon reaching the island pack mules 
will be obtained and means provided 
for taking the party aud the collecting 
outfit into the interior. 
The outfit will 
consist largely of drying paper for the 
dry specimens, aud formaline for those 
that are to be preserved in a natural 
state. 
Formaline is a satisfactory ma­ 
terial for this purpose, as it can be 
taken dry aud prepared as it is needed. 
Six months’ work, Dr. Britton believes, 
will enable the party to do its task 
thoroughly. 
He expects possibly some 
tilings entirely new’ may be discovered.

“ Few people in the United States 
have the slightest conception of W’hat 
the opening of China will mean to their 
commercial interests,” said a leading 
manufacturer of the United States who 
has recently returned from a six months’ 
tour of the Celestial empire to a New 
York Sun reporter the other day. “ The 
competition for the trade of the orient 
ie becoming more fierce every year, one 
might say almost every month, aud 
when the gates are finally opened and it 
becomes possible to trade with China as 
we now’ trade with Europe, the rush for 
commercial concessions will be some­ 
thing terrific. At piesent England is far 
in the lead, followed by America, Ger­ 
many, Japan aud Russia in the order 
named. Germany is exerting all its in­ 
fluence tow’ard obtaining and m aintain­ 
ing commercial supremacy in China, 
and where years ago. the shopkeepers 
would say, ‘This is English,’ they how 
point to the familiar stamp, -Made in 
Germany.’ As a resplt of this effort it 
may be noted that three years ago the 
number of vessels entering and clearing 
from Chinese ports showed 21,140 flying 
the British flag and 1,858 flying the 
German flag, while in 1897 the number 
of British vessels fell to 18,973, w’hile 
the Germans increased to 2,016. Japan 
and Russia are also rapidly forging 
ahead. 
“ Japan has been so busy for the last 
j few’ years in supplying its own market 
that it has not entered into full compe­ 
tition w’ith the other nations of the 
w’orld for the Chiua trade. 
Japan has 
still a considerable home market to sup­ 
ply, and it is to this market that her 
energies will be devoted principally for 
the next decade. 
The Japanese, how­ 
ever, are well aware of the commercial 
opportunities of China and of the ad­ 
vantages which will result to the nation 
first occupying the ground. As they are 
the shrewdest people of the eastern 
world, the nadiest to adapt themselves 
to European customs, the most skillful 
workmen and the best traders, they 
have amply earned their title of the 
* Yankees of the orient. ’ 
“ Russia w’ill not enter into competi­ 
tion in manufactures for many years to 
come, but in other lines her competition 
is to be dreaded by Americans, possibly 
more than that of all the other nations 
combined. Russia has vast Wheatfields, 
the products of which she will be en­ 
abled by the new Transsiberiau rail­ 
road, with its connections, to lay down 
at the doors of the Chinese as far south 
as Peking, aud by means of the new’ 
American railroad as far as Canton. By 
the same means she w’lll be enabled to 
transport the products of her iron mines 
and coal mines and her oil wells, aud 
by exerting her power force the Chinese 
to admit them at the lowest rate of im­ 
port duty. 
Already Russian petroleum 
has begun to undersell American oil, 
and tietw’een the Russian aud Sumatran 
oils the American oil is apt to be forced 
out of the market entirely. 
Although 
1897 was a bad year for import and ex­ 
port trade of Chiua, the importation of 
oil increased 82,000,000 gallons. 
In 
1894 the importation of American oil 
amounted to 51,000,000 gallons, of Rus­ 
sian oil 17,000,000 aud of Sumatran oil 
only 500,000 gallons. 
In 1897 the im­ 
portation of American oil had fallen off 
to 48,000,000 gallons, while that of 
Russian oil had ilia eased to 36,000,000 
gallons aud that of Sumatran oil to 14,- 
000,000. 
“ When one stops to think of the im ­ 
mensity of the Chinese market which 
still is yet untouched by European com­ 
merce, one is lost in wonderment. 
The 
most conservative estimate of the popu­ 
lation of Chiua is 400,000,000 souls. 
Chiua proper is about 1,475 miles iii 
length aud 1,855 miles in breadth aud 
contains an area of 1,348,870 miles, 
covering a territory iii which the tea 
plant and the cocoon are produced at 
one extreme and fur bearing animals at 
the other. 
At present its agricultural 
resources have been only slightly devel­ 
oped, so far as commercial purposes are 
concerned, although, owing to the den­ 
sity of the population, it has been nec­ 
essary that every available foot of terri­ 
tory should be highly cultivated. 
The 
mineral wealth of China, which is vast, 
has practically never been touched. 
Although, owing to the great popula­ 
tion and the cheapness of living, manu­ 
facturing in Chiua could be carried on 
at less expense than anywhere else on 
the globe, and the raw materials, such 
as cotton aud silk aud iron, are right at

“ The density of the population aud 
the possibility of tho agricultural aud 
mining resources of interior Chiua not 
only guarantee that railroads will be 
extremely 
profitable, 
but 
offer the 
greatest field in the world for electric 
railroads, which could run from town 


to tow’n and village to village, forming 
a system which could bespread all over 
China like a network. 
The bnilding of 
such roads would keep armies of China­ 
men employed for years and would fur­ 
nish work for millions of American me­ 
chanics. 
Thousands of steam engines, 
freight cars and locomotives, millions 
of tons of rails, hundreds and thousands 
of miles of wire, thousands of electric 
motors, 1,000,000 streetcars and other 
accessories would be needed for thin 
purpose alone. The opening up of China 
would soon be followed by the adoption 
by the Chinese of American customs, 
aa baa bean the caae in Japan. 
This 


alm e means millions aud millions of 
dollars’ worth of trade to America. 
“ To put the Chinese men into Amer­ 
ican costumes, allowing them only one 
piece of everything, would keep all the 
tailors, all the hatters, all the shirt fac­ 
tories, all the shoe factories aud all the 
underwear establishments iii America 
busy night aud duy for at least two 
years. The average American is fortu­ 
nate if he buys two suits a year, two 
pairs of shoes, three huts, half a dozen 
suits of underwear aud a dozen pairs of 
socks. 
To supply them with these the 
wheels el the American factory are kept 
going throughout the yeur. 
Yet to 
equip each man in China with ouly one 
of each article would require more than 
are sold in the United States ilia year’s 
time. 
The same is true of the equip­ 
ment of the women aud children, und to 
give each the amount of clothing which 
is necessary to an American in the same 
relative station in life would mean hun­ 
dreds of millions in trade aud work for 
all Americans for a year to come. 
“ In return for all this, China offers 
its tea, its silk, its rice, its undeveloped 
mines, its opium, its cotton, its nuts, 
its bric-a-brac, its firecrackers and its 
other products. 
The importations into 
China last year amounted to 202,828,- 
625 Haikwan taels, and Its exports 168,- 
501,358 Haikwan taels. 
Of the exports 
tea heads tho list, the United States 
taking 207,888 piculs, Russia 528,215 
piculs. 
The con gent is the most popu­ 
lar of the black teas in the United 
States, the importation last year being 
66,990 piculs. 
Of the green teas gun­ 
powder leads with 64,454 piculs, 
lf 
Chiua is not more ouieful, she will lose 
the greater part of the tea trade, for 
while her tea is prepared by hand, in 
Ceylon and elsewhere it is cleaned by 
machinery, which is the proper method. 
Japan is making great inroads into the 
Chinese silk trade, because it is more 
carefully handled aud prepared in Japuu 
than in Chirm. One thing that helps the 
foreign merchant in China is that he 
sells for gold aud buys for silver. 
This 
will be changed in the course of time, 
but nevertheless Chiua offers great op­ 


portunities for American commerce aud 
they should not be neglected. 
W ith 
Hawaii and Manila, links in a chain 
from America to China, America la in 
a better position than ever before to put 
in a strong bid for its rightful share of 
the Chinese commerce.0

SLA UGHTERING A C R IM IN A L BY T H E

In these rushing times y e might take 
for our motto “ Something New, A l­ 
ways Something N ew .” Consequently, 
I imagine that the impressions of a 
woman at the foot of the guillotine 
would not he commonplace. I was pres­ 
ent at one performance in the Place de 
la Roquette, where M. de Paris and his 
assistants officiated in the name of so 
called justice. 
The horrible spectacle 
haunts and racks the mind and tends 
rather to rc-enforco the partisans of the 
abolition of capital punishment. 
The 
horror of the punishment imposed ren­ 
ders a guilty man almost worthy of 
pity. 
The sight of a human being, 
dragged like a beast to the slaughter 
house, up even to the sinister seesaw, 
is terrible. 
I know many people may be astonish­ 
ed t|iat anybody could be moved to pity 
for the ferocious brute, Carrara, who 
transformed his mushroom establish­ 
ment into a crematory aud had no mer­ 
cy for tho unfortunate young man, La- 
marra, whom he threw into the fire 
after having murdered him for the pur­ 
pose of robbery. I know ail that, and I 
do not dispute the fact that the Italian 
was a monster, but that is no reason 
why we should not be disgusted at the 
spectacle which was presented to our 
eyes and which I w ill now endeavor to 
describe with the impartiality of a sim ­ 
ple spectator, without resentment or 
prejudice, bot with a heart that revolts 
against a scene that has neither the 
grandeur nor the majesty of a punish­ 
ment inflicted, hut rather exhibits the 
cowardice and baseness of a vengeance 
which hides itself from the light of day. 
The execution was fixed for 4 o’clock 
in the morning, but from the hour of 
midnight 
the 
neighborhood of 
the 
Grande Roquette was swarming with 
an undulating and mocking crowd. 
Jailbirds, murderers, footpads and wom­ 
en of the streets assembled there to see, 
as they said, “ the Italian animal short­ 
ened. ” 
Journalists were admitted into the 
narrow space so often described, with 
its five sinister stones and its legendary 
gas jet which is never lighted except on 
the evening before an execution. 
There iii the rain we watched the set­ 
ting up of that horrible machine which, 
according to the legend, 
Gagliostro i 
showed in a glass of clear water to tho I 
terrified Marie Antoinette. 
In the yel­ 
low aud spectral light of the gas jet I 
that flickered in the wiud these prepa­ 
rations were hideous to witness. 
A l­ 
most on a level with the ground stands 
tho scaffold with its two arms in tho 
air brandishing the sparkling kuifa 
And I, a woman, in tho presence of 
these preparations, could not help think­ 
ing of the fam ily of the wretch whose 
head was soon to fall into the basket. I 
thought of his little children, who were 
at that moment sleeping soundly some­ 
where, aud of his wife, equally guilty 
with him, and who, as it were, pushed 
her husband into the arms of the execu­ 
tioner as a last resort to save herself. 
What remorse w ill bo bors when they 
tell her abruptly: “ Carrara has suffered 
his punishment. You are a w idow !” 
But the day was dawning, and the 
lamps were going out. At the windows 
aud even on the roofs numbers of spec­ 
tators were gathered as if to witness 
some carnival. 
The sight was heart­ 
rending. 
Mounted gendarmes and sol­ 
diers gradually came out of the dark­ 
ness, aud one m ight be inclined to rail 
at such a display of force at the execu­ 
tion of a wretch paralyzed by fetir, who 
in a few moments would appear upon 
the scene tied hand aud foot. 
There was some littlo commotion 
among the crowd when people began to 
point at a thin, old man who hobbled 
about with the gestures of a dancing 
jack to see if tho knife in tho brass run­ 
ners was in good working order. 
This 
was Deibler, tho executioner, a ghost 
with a white heard, who adjusted the 
instrument with the indifference of a 
grocer weighing his goods. 
Suddenly 
there was profound silence; the raiu 
wus over, beads were uncovered aud 
motionless. 
Breathless and almost iii 
agony the crowd followed with staring 
eyes the movement of the doors of the 
prison, which at last opened wide. 
A suppressed “ A h!” came from many 
contracted chests, while with pale faces 
all gazed upon the assassin, whose 
crime tho mountebanks of the fairs pop­ 
ularized. 
He was simply frightful to 
look at, bowl'd down as lie was with 
terror. 
He did not look like a human 
being. He looked like a boast. 
His in 
telligeueo was already dead aud his 
heart had lost all feeling. 
Tho instinct 
of the animal still remained. The sight 
was dreadfully sad. 
What followed beggars description. 
The executioner and his aids seemed no ^ 
longer to be men employed to carry out i 
the ends of judice; they looked like 
butchers. 
They seized the condemned j 
man, some by the ears, some by tho 
legs, while others held down the center 
of the body aud kept holding him up to ! 
the very moment when, with a sudden 
rumble, the knife fell, tho head re­ 
bounded into the basket and tho abowi- j 
nation was at an oud. 
But one should he present aud see the ( 


pavements covered with blood, the gory 
knife, the blood spurting from the de­ 
capitated trunk, the ignominious wash­ 
ing at the nearby fountain and the gut­ 
ters rolling to the sewer a purple color­ 
ed mud, in order to be able to compre­ 
hend all the horror# of an execution in 
Paris.—Exchange.
